Study shows social progress as 31 million lifted from poverty from 1999-2009

The demographic shifts highlighted in the study point to an accelerated decrease in Brazil's lower class 
over ^concentrated six-year period between 2003 and 2009. In absolute terms, the lower lass fe 
rom SS mln to 61 million citizens over this period, while the ^J^^Z^ 
oovertv line dropped from almost 40 percent of the population at the end of 2003 to 24 percent at end 
S T rrapidThiftis the result of social protection policies, the resumption of inclusive econom,c 
growth, the expansion of employment and access to credit, and an increase m access to educate. 

,n addition to widening the middle Cass, these policies were successful in reducing '""^^ 
Brazil. PNAD data shows that the growth rate in the per capita "n™***^ 10 perCent 
was nearly four times the growth rate among the richest 10 percent from 1999 to 2009. 

Profile of Brazil's C Class 

The study indicates that Brazil's middle class - or C class - is fairly heterogeneous. Key characteristics 
revealed by the PNAD data include: 

. Youth: Proportionally, the middle Cass has the iargest number of citizens be ween 20 and 24 
y^Tof age. In all, 9.3 percent of the C class is in this age group, compared to 7.8 percent of 
the upper class and 7.7 percent of the lower class. 
. Family Size : 63 percent of C class families have one or two children. 
. Race- 48 percent of the middle class is black (compared to 36 percent in 1999). 
. uTb^n Dwellers: Approximately 90 percent of the Brazilian middle class live in urban areas; nearly 
half (45 percent ) of the middle class live in small cities, some of which are also considered urban 

. ^L: The Southeast region is home to the highest segment of the middle class population (48 
percent). 
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. Labor Force- The middle class comprises roughly 60 million workers, representing 58 Percent of 
SSSrJntenle workforce. Of this total, 42 percent work with a forma, contract, and key 
orofessions among this group are trade, repair and manufacturing.
